Garden and at Cooper Union, on the

Demonstration* began on the arrival 
at the annex of the Grand Central de­ 
pot at 3 oVlock yesterday afternoon and 
wa* kept up until after ll o'clock at 
night. 
At time* the police had much difficulty 
in keeping tho street* open at various 
points and M-voral time* it looked a* if 
people would Im trampled under foot, so 
eager was the desire to see the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for president. 
Two speeches were .scheduled for Mr. 
Bryan, the first at Madison Square Gar- 
J den af 8:1® o'clock and the *econd at 
I Cooper Union at IO p. rn. 
For hours 
• before the tim e s**t for the opening of 
the doors, 5:30 p. rn.. Madison Squnr* 
G arden was besieged by crowds 
Th* 
throngs massed before the two main en­ 
trances as early as 2 o’clock, hoping to 
get in when th*! doors were opened. The 
doors were swung back on time and 
in IO minutes every seat was filled and 
enough still on the outside to fill it over 
and over again. 
For three hours the people held their 
neats and the crowd grew larger aud 
larger on the outside, aw aiting the com­ 
ing of Mr. Bryan. 
At 8:15 Mr. Bryan 
mitered the garden aud the reception 
given him was never before seen here. 
The cheering lasted fully 15 m inutes 
aud would have lasted longer had not 
Mr. Bryan began his speech, which was 
the only thing that would satisfy the 
crow* I. 
Mr. B ryan’s speech was well received 
by the great throng. 
When Mr. Bryau left the garden for 
Cooper Union the polico had much 
trouble in clearing a passage and had to 
resort to force to get the carriage con­ 
taining Mr. Bryan aud the committee 
through.

Miin I la, Oct. 17.—Full details are now 
at hand as to the capture of Captain 
Devereaux Shields and his party by the 
insurgents in the island of Marindnque 
last month and their experience prior to 
their rescue by General Luther Hare. 
After four weeks of captivity, hard 
treatment, hanger and marching to 
avoid the rescuing force, which greatly 
aggravated the sufferings of the wound­ 
ed, Captain Shields and his command 
were delivered by the rebels to General 
Hare last Sunday at Buena Vista on the 
Marindnque coast. 
General Hare gave the rebels one week 
to surrender the prisoners and the lat- 
ter’s rifles. 
The Americans controlled 
the situation. The rebels perceived that 
it was only a question of time when the 
the release of their prisoners would be 
effected and they opened up communica­ 
tions with General Hare, which resulted 
in the handing over of the captives. 
Thirteen of the sick and wounded were 
immediately sent to Manila by the gun­ 
boat Vallabos. 
Captain Shields is im­ 
proving. 
General Hare’s command will remain 
in Marindque. 
He has given the in- 
snrgeuts until Oct. 21 to surrender them ­ 
selves and the 51 captured rifles. 
If 
they fail to comply he will undertake an 
active punitive campaign. 
Captain Shields and his companions 
suffered greatly at the hands of their 
captors, who robbed and maltrea ted 
them. 
The rebel officers had to restrain 
the bolomen from killing the Amorioaus. 
When wounded Captain Shields was 
unable to move. 
He ordered his sol­ 
diers to go forward and to leave him, 
but they were overpowered. 
The wounded praise unstintedly the 
care and services rendered them during 
their captivity by the hospital corps man 
who was with them.
